1. Thenumber of individuds taking advantage of the provisons provided by thishill is unknown.

2. Asof April 2000 there were 828 individuds registered with the Montana V eterans Affairs Divison as
100% service connected disabled veterans residing in Montana.

3. There were 883 disabled veteran (DV) platesissued to vehicles during the firgt three quarters of caendar
2000; atota of 1,000 in caendar 1998; and atotal of 912 in calendar 1997.
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4. InFY 2002 thereis an estimated $3,300 programming cost to the Department of Justice (DOJ) to
redesign the motor vehicle sysem to 1) add a new type of exemption for disabled veterans and 2) add the
disabled veterans persondized license plates. 1t will be necessary to contract for programming with an
outside vendor since DOJ programming staff are committed to completing the current backlog of more
than 15,000 hours of programming to comply with existing mandates. Computer cogts for programming

will be absorbed in the budget in FY 2002.

5. There may be some decrease in revenues currently distributed for maintenance of the veterans cemeteries

asprovided in 61-3-332, MCA.

6. Thereisno fiscal impact to the Department of Corrections as the current license plate factory has minimal

production of military license plates.
